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AT the cloſe of the Volume there ars 
three Letters that were writ to me up- 

on the Subject of Worms: The two firſt 
from Amſterdam by M. Hartſoeter, and the 
laſt from Rome by M. Baglivi, Author of 
the Book des Prax. Med. &c. Since theſe 
three Letters are recommendable, not only 
becauſe of the Merit of the Authors, but for 
the Manner in which they are wrote, and the 
Matter that they contain, I thought my ſelf 
oblig*'d to make them public. I have made 
uſe of thoſe of M. Hertſoeker, to confirm ſome 
laces of my Book. I could not reap the 
fame Advantage from M. Baglivi's Letter, 
becauſe it did not come till after the printing 
ol my Treatiſe. I ſhould not have faiPd, 
had it.not. been ſo, to have ſpoke of it in the 
8th Chapter, where J relate the Experiences 
that he hath ſet down in his Book, and 
which he explainsto me in particular in his 
Letter. 1 ſhould have had ſeveral RefleCti- 
ons to have made upon the curious Matters 
of Fact that he hath imparted to me, as 
well as upon the natural manner in which. he 
explains the Breeding of Inſects; upon the clear 

-' W Reaſons he gives for the length of the Flat 
Worm, upon what he ſays of the Formation 
of Animals in the Fætus, and upon ſeveral o- 
ther important Matters, which make that Let- 
ter very well worth the reading. 
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I Would pray the Readers not to begin the 

peruſal of this Work, till after they have 
read what I jay of the Occaſion that made me 
write it, and of the Deſign I therein propos d 
to my ſelf. "A 
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The Occaſion and Deſign of this Nuri. 


HE Work is owing to an Occaſion 
which I cannot forbear to impart to 
the Reader. On the 4th of Jane 1698, I was, 
ſent for to the Houſe of M. Chaillou a Mer- 
chant, in St. Denis- ſtreet, Paris, there to ſee. 
a young Man of twenty nine or thirty years 

of Age, called, Jacques Frequer, He was that 
- MW ſame day ſeiz'd with a violent Feaver, ac- 
companied with a great pain in his ſide, a 
ſpitting of Blood, and great difficulty of 
breathing. I began immediately by opening 
a Vein, which I order'd to be repeated next 
day. On the, third day I brought him-to 
WW ſweat, which gave him conſiderable eaſe. On 
che 4% day he ſeem'd to be much better, but 
from the fourth at night to the fifth, he had a 
Delirium in his Brain, which went off about 
ſeven in the Morning. I obſerv'd that that 
Delirium was not preceded by any of the Signs 
- which uſe to foretel that Symptom in other 
Diſtempers. This oblig'd me to examine, if 
there were not in this caſe ſome Signs of 
Worms. I found a great many in his Excre- 
+ | ments; upon which occaſion on the next day, 
the ſixth of his being taken ill, inſtead of 
ed EY. having 
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xxii The Occafion and Deſgn 
having recourſe again to letting Blood, as the 
eaſe ſeem'd to require, ſince the Patient was at- 
tack'd with a Pleuriſy ; and without obſerving 
the dangerous practice of thoſe who will ne- 
ver give a Purge in the beginning of a Di- 
ſtemper, I order'd him, contrary to the ad- 
vice of ſome Perſons, whom it is not my de- 


ſign to cenſure here , a purging draught, with 


which I had formerly brought away extraor- 
ET 
The Patient, an hour after taking the Pott- 
on, found ſomething ſtir in his Body. This 
. Motion continued for two hours, and deter- 
mined in the iſſuing of a live Worm, four ells 
three inches long, without coming away 
whole. It was extreamly white, flat like a 
Ribbon, diftioguiſhd into ſeveral Joints, hav- 
ing Head, Eyes, Cc. ſuch as is repreſented 
in the following Figure. OE CNY 
Since I had formerly, and by Med'cines a- 
gainſt Worms, curd abundanceof Diſtempers 
of which no Man would have readily believ'd 
Worms to have been the cauſe ; and that a- 
mongſt the Worms that I had brought away 
from my Patients, there were ſeveral of the 
fame nature with this: I was of the mind 
that a Treatiſe upon Worms would not be 


uſeleſs; and fo torm'd the deſign of the 
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Work I now publiſh, This. is what I 
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„ of-this Treatiſe. wall 
have to ſay as to the occaſion of the Book. 
Beſides, ſome able Men having ſeen the 
Cut of the Worm that hath been puhliſh'd 
ſeyeral months, they look?d upon it as fabu- 
lous ; others who were Witneſſes to the Fact, 
reckon'd it to be certainly a Monſter; and 
ſpread. la Report, that I had brought away 
rom my. Patient ſuch an Animal as was never 
ſeen. Both of em were equally miſtaken ; I 
gave notice to the former, that I preſerv'd.the 
Worm by me, ſo that they might ſatisfy 
themſelves of the truth of it when they 
pleag'd ; and further, ſince the Patient who 
voided it is well at preſent, and of Age to an- 
ſwer for himſelf, I might ſay to them as the 
Friends of the blind Man in the Goſpel faid 
to the Jews, Ask him, he is not a Child, he will 
anſwer you himſelf. The latter will ſee in this 
Work, that the Inſect here treated of is not 
ſo extraordinary, and that this fort of Worm 
was known to the Antient Phyſicians, amongſt. 
others to Hippocrates and Ariſtotle ; and that 
the Books of the Moderns have ſeveral In- 
ſtances, of ſuch, I add, that M. Fagon his 
Majeſty*s Fhy ſician in Chief hath told me, 
that he hath ſeen three Worms of this ſort at 
different times. Here they will alſo be in- 
form'd, that this Worm is common in Hol. 
land, where there have been ſeen of them 
much longer than this, as M. Hart ſocber writes 
tome from Amſterdam. 


More- 
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_ Moreover, it is not the firſt time that this 
fort of Worm hath been accounted Mon- 
ſtrous. We find, by a Letter from M. Fs. 

bricius, inſerted in this Book, that at Payerne, 
a Woman having voided ſuch à Worm, it 
s immediately reported through Suiſſerland 
and Burgundy, that a moſt frightſul Monſter 
was come from out of the Woman's Body. 
This Monſter was every where talk'd of, and 
calPd, The Monſter of Payerne. Thus you 
ſee how ſome refuſe to believe every thing 
that- ſeems extraordinary ; and 'how others 
pleaſe themſelves by aggravating Matters be- 
ond the Truth. Before I brought away this 
Worm, I had brought away others of tlie 
ſame nature from ſeveral Patients, as J juſt 
now obſerv*d 3 but they were loſt by the neg. 
ligence of Nurſes that had imprudently thrown 
them away. It had been the ſame as to this, 
had it not been for M. Dupaty a Chirurgion in 
the Street Briboucher, who being with the Pa- 
tient, hinder'd their throwing away the 
Worm, and gave me notice of it. I view'd 
this Inſect in the preſence of ſeveral Perſons; 
and having meaſurꝰd it with an Ell, we found 
it four Ells three Inches long, without the Ex- 
tremity or Tail of it which remain'd in the 
Patient's Body, becauſe being too impatient, 
he pulPd out the Worm and broke it; which 
could ſcarce happen other wiſe, for when a 

Worm iſſues of its ſelf, and is touch'd, it im- 

ain, which is the occa 
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that it uſual breaks, when they go to pull it 
by force. This 3 15 feen es in Earth- 
worms. : 
I repeated che Potion two days after, and 
the remainder came away, but could not be 
meaſur d, becauſe being ſeparated from the 
Head, it could not ſtay long! in che Body with- 
out corrupting.

Here they may be inform'd, by the Example 
of the moſt Learned Phyſicians, that we can- 
not make too many.

their Opinion, in what may be diſpleaſing to 
them in ſuch particulars, there never being any 
thing ſuperfluous, in what ferves to make us 
' underſtand Nature. As totheengraving of the 
Worm, I have in that followed the Example 
of Spigelins, Sennertus, Fabricius, Tulpius, &c, 
who made the Flat Worms that they ſaw, to 
be carefully drawn, to the end that if they 
were different from ſome: others of the ſame 
kind, they might eaſily inform themſelves of 


the thing that hath happen'd on this occaſion 
where we ſhall find this Figure much different 
from that in Spigelius, and from that which! 
have exhibited here at the cloſe of the Book, 
Figure 9. that is given us by Sennertus; and th. 
that of another left by Fabricius, marked here m 
Fig. 15. And of another that is found in Tal. 
pius, the Head of which is formed like the

make us void Worms; of this I have given 


abundance of Examples in this Book. I might 
quote here abundance more which I have been 
witneſſes of ſince it was printed; and without 
ingaging my ſelf in Particulars, it's very 
well known how a Prince hath been lately 
cur'd, whoſe Health ought to be valu'd by all 
ſuch as are capable of being affected by Vir- 
tue, Learning, and all manner of Wit. On

Myſtery of the Med'cine of which I have 
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quent Watchings in the ſtudy of the Fathers, 
he fell ſick of Bile ſpread all over his Body, act 
companied with a conſiderable Feaver,and great 
pain in his Inteſtines. He neglected his Di. 
temper to the 187 of the ſame month, fo that 
he was oblig'd to give over reading, and to ask 
me by what Methods I could reſtore him to 
his Health, ſo as he might purſue his Studys 
The firſt thing I thought on, was to have re- 
courſe to a Water which Hippocrates in his 
* third Book of Diſeaſes, recommends as an 
univerſal Aperient and Cordial. + And Lal. 
Tozzi in his Commentary upon the Aphorifms 
of that Author, doth reaſonably look upon it 
as the beſt of all Remedies againſt all ſorts'of It 
overflowing of Bile, of what nature ſoever. V 
This Water he calls ex Albo albi; and it is in 

effect ſo prevalent againſt the Jaundice, pro- V 
vided it be us'd for ſome days, that I don't be: 
lieve, after the Experience I have had fo long 
of it, there is a more infallible Remedy. Some I Fs 
days after I made uſe of purging Med*cines; N uſ 
but the pain of his Inteſtines continuing, 1 
doubted not, but what I had often obſerv'd U 
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in thoſe ſorts of Diſtempers, was alſo in this, 
I mean Worms. I made my Prognoſtic of 
it, which was juſtified by the Event; for hav- 
ing given him a Med'cine againſt Worms, he 
yoided about thirty ; ſome of them alive, ſome 
dead; ſome yellow, ſome red, and others li- 
vid : I took two of them that I put into a 
Microſcope, where I perceiv'd they voided a 
Liquor as white as Milk, which was without 
doubt the Chyle that they were full of. No 
ſooner were thoſe Worms voided, but the pain 
in the Guts ceas d. This Diſtemper decreagd 
afterwards every day, and ſoon after the Fa- 
tigues of a long and famous public Act, ſuſ- 
tain'd with much Strength and Reputation, 
were the Marks of a perfect Cure. 

I don't confine my ſelf in this Work to the 
Worms of the Inteſtines, I ſpeak of all thoſe 
to which the different parts of the Body are 
ſubjeft. I have taken care to avoid all the 
Fables that People are accuſtomed to make 
uſe of on this Head, and to relate nothing but 
what is worthy of being believ'd by the moſt 
underſtanding fort of Readers : For, by the 
way, there are daily made 100 different Sto- 
rys of Worms, which being cloſely examin'd, 
are found to be very far from Truth, I have 
ſeen many Inſtances of it: Amongſt others 
this is one, to which I was witneſs not long a- 
go, and which it will not be amiſs to give an 
account of.

ſame, and that it Was the effect of the Me. 
dicine. People were called in to view. this 
Animal, which they thought to he very like 

Crab. Immediately all the Neighbourhood 
had it, that the Girl had voided a Crab. The 
Apothecary who made up the Glyſter, gave 
me notice of it immediately. Juſt as T was ; 
making me ready to go to the Child's Parents. | 
to know. the truth of the Fact, I had won! 
brought me that they had thrown the InſeRY 1 

into the Fire: This occafion'd my referring 
the examination of the matter till further le. « 
ſure. Some weeks after, being the 30. off ; 
Jah, 2699. I went to ſee her Friends, Who f

I don't only avoid all ſuſpected Storys, but, 
as I here give a Deſcriptian of ſeverat Medi- 
cines, I took care to give an Account of none 
that were doubtful, In fine, I endeavour to 
aſcertain nothing without examining it well 
before-hand, being of opinion with Pliny the 
Younger, that we cannot be too exact when 
we are to publiſh any thing . That I 
might be the more capable of obſerving this 
exaQneſs in every thing that concerns this 
Book, I have endeavour'd to avoid being 
headfirong in any Opinion, and thought that 
I ought to regulate my ſelf very much upon 
what Galen ſays; That in his time Phyſic 
could not be arriv*d to its Perfection, becauſe 
it cannot do fo but by a great number of Ob- 
ſervations made from Age to Age; that thoſe 
who were firſt could not both begin and 
make an end; and that it is the part of Po- 
ſterity to enlarge by new Diſcoveries upon the 
Foundation of their Anceſtors +. | 
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Page 28. I have faid, in ſpeaking of Co- 
cheneal, that the Tree from whence it comes, 
breeds little Worms at the ſame time in that 
Cod. Some Perſons perhaps will ſtumble at 
my calling Cocheneal a Cod, inſtead. of cal 
ling it a Seed, and will alledg that here J fail 
| of tat exactneſs yyhich'T pretend to ſearch 
after.3,. But I ſay, that they who take Co- 
cheneal for a Seed, are miftaken ; it is a Cod 
formed of the Juice of a Plant by the biting 
of a Worm, as it happens to the Kyrmes ; as 
to which it may not be unprofitable to ob- 
ſerve, That a Worm of the like nature, bit 
ing the Leaves of the Oak, and incloſing it 
ſelf within the Juice that comes out of it, 
gives riſe to the falſe Gall nuts that are found 
upon them; that that which is called the 
Oak- Apple is alſo form'd of the Juice of the 
ſmall Branches that Worms have bit; that the 
ſame thing produces the Bedeguar Arabum, 
or the Spunge of the Eg/aptize or Sweet- 
briar, and the Excreſcence which grows 
upon. Thiſtles amongſt Oats, which ſome car- 
ry about em as a Remedy againſt the Piles, 
The Ground- Ivy is many times full of ſuch 
Bumps, in which, as in all the former, ther 
are found Worms, or the- holes by which 
they iſſued, when the place that was gnaw d 
heals up at laſt, and does not'furgiſh thoſt 
Worms the Juice that they crav dd. 
Page 105, I could not forbear ſaying ſome 


thing as to the abuſe that ſome People maß 
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of the Doctrine of Acids and Alcalis, fince 
there are ſome who may ' conclude from 
thence, tho without any ground, that I de- 
clare my felt. againſt that Syſteme, which 
would not be a proof that I deſir'd to write 
without prejudice according as I pretend. I 
think fit to take notice here, that they who 
read that place with attention, will ſee that I 
mean none but ſome Scioliſts, who not know- 
ing the Sytem of Acids and A calis, which 
is one of the fineſt and moſt certain in Phy ſic, 
when well underſtood, apply every thing to 
it without examination. 

I {aid ſomething, Page 107. which may 
give occaſion to ſome prejudic'd Readers, to 
believe that I mean to cry down letting of 
Blood. That I may omit nothing which ex- 
actneſs can require of me, I am very well 
ſatisfy'd to declare, that my deſign is not 
in the leaſt to condemn that Remedy, and 
that on the contrary, I look upon it as one 
of the beſt in Phyſic, provided it be ma- 
naged with that Prudence and Wiſdom 
that Galen requires, for we muſt not think 
that Author guilty of the exceſs in that 
Matter which his Enemies accuſe him with 
ſo unjuſtly; after what he ſays on that Sub- 
ject in ſo. many places of his Books.

Worms made like Eels, of which ſome are 
dive and ſome dead; that they ſwim back- 
witd and forward like Fiſh, and that others 
heat the bottom, and form a kind of Slime 
that produces other Worms.

Of the Means 


This Rallierie which is made in ſport 
upon the Vertue of certain Remedies, is 
neverthelefs ill grounded; and we ſhall 
give you an Experiment, which ſhews 
how the REMEDIES, though they 
have not Underſtanding, or any. note of 
Direction, carry their Effects rather to one 
part than another. 


Let them throw a little Aqua Fortis 
upon a Compoſition of Gold and Iron, 
that Aqua Fortis will faſten upon the 1- 
ron, diſſolve it, and ſtrain it ſelf through 
the Gold, without making any Impreſ 
fion upon it. Pour Aqua Regia upon 
the ſame Compoſition ; that Water will 
act upon the Gold, and not touch the 
Iron. Whence comes this Difference ? 
Is it becauſe thoſe Waters have Under- 


ftanding, the one to go and diſſolve the 


Iron, ſooner than the Gold, and the o- 
ther to diſſolve the Gold, rather than the 
Iron? No, without doubt: But it is be- 
cauſe the inſenſible Parts of thoſe Wa- 
ters are of different Figures, as are the 
Pores of thoſe Bodies alſo. So that when 


the Aqua Fortis meets with a Body ſuch 


as Gold, the Pores of which are not pro- 
portionable to the Figure of its Points, 
it ſlides away without making any Im- 
preſſion z 
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ſuppoſe it will be carried by a Circulati-

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preſfon; but as ſoon as it meets with a 
Body whoſe Pores are formed in a man- 
ner proper to receive its Points, ſuch as 
is the Body of Iron, it inſinuates it ſelf 
into it, and ſeparates the arts of it.

Exceſs of Venery is to be mind & 
mong theſe things which ave moſt contra- 
ry to the good Conſtitution of the Liver, 
and moſt apt to create Obſtructions of it. 
Bepdes, thoſe Excefles weaken the Stomach, 
dy diſſipating the Natural Heat, and by 
that means cauſe a Corruption apt to en- 
gender Worms. I have ſeen Examples of 
it in ſeveral fick People, and among the 
reſt in the Perſon of a young Man, whoſe 
Stomach being thus eriftebled by Exteſ- 
es of that dimes to that degree that 
be could not digeſt the lighteſt Meals, fell 
Into a Fever, at the end of which I causd 


ner him 
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him to void 26 Worms in one Day, after 
Which he recovered. 


Too much Application of mind, and 
over-great Efforts of Study , cauſe more 
Corruption than the Exceſs. above-men- 
tion'd ; more eſpecially when they ſet them- 
ſelves to long and ſerious Reading pre. 
ſently after Meals. I ſaw a young Man 
in Provence, who having ſtudied Night and 
Day fell ſick of a lingring Fever, the cauſe 
of which the Phyſicians aſcribed to a great 
Heat produced by the vehemency of Study, 
ſo that they only took care to cool him 
with Chicken Water; and the four cold 
Seeds, but all this ſignified nothing. A 
certain Country-Man gave the ſick Per- 
Fon a Root which I know, and which [ 
ſhall name in' the Ninth Chapter, which 
cauſed him to void by Stool, fuch a quan- 
tity of VVorms, that the Phyſicians con 
Feſt they did not underſtand his Diſeaſe. 
J make no ſcruple to recite this Exam 
ple, conſidering it is no new thing to i- 
iterate People ſometimes better to under -N fe 
ſtand Diſeaſes, and the Cures of Diſeaſes, 
than-ſome pretended Men, who make the 
whole Art of Phyſick conſiſt in complk 
ing ingenious Syſtems, contemning the 
Obſervations of the Ancient, and pre- 
fering their own Imaginations , * 
mud | What. 
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whatever the Experience of our Prede- 
ceſſors has been able to inform them. 
For would they take but never ſo little 
pains to read the Ancients, and more eſpe- 
cially Hippocrates, we ſhonld find in their 
Wriings all thoſe familiar Remedies, which

The Perſon. 


If the Perſon is in Health, and that 
the Worms are voided by the force of 
ſome Medicaments taken inwardly or out- 
wardly applied, there is reaſon to judge 
that it was not ſo much the Natural 
Heat alone, as the Foreign Aſſiſtance that 
expelled them; and by Conſequence that 
the Body not having Natural Heat ſuffi- 
cient to prevent the Corruption which 
led thoſe Inſects, is in danger of Sickneſs, 
it he be not careful to have recourſe to 
evacuating and altering Medicines. If on 
the other ſide, the Perſon has taken nothing, 
which may have expelled the Worms, 
he may prognoſticate well, ſince tis a 
ben that Nature has ſtrength ſufficient, 
to diſincumber it ſelf without Help. 


If the Perſon be ſick and the Worms 
come forth of themſelves, he ought to have 
regard to the ſecond Circumſtance, which

If they come forth in the Decline of the 
Diſeaſe, tis a good ſign; becauſe Nature 
recovering then her Strength, *tis probable 
they come forth for no other cauſe, but by 
reaſon the natural Heat encreaſes, and leaves 
them no more Corruption to feed upon. 
If they come forth at the beginning of a 
Sickneſs, tis an ill ſign, becauſe the Fer- 
mentation of the Humours, not being yet 
over, they cannot come forth, but only 
by reaſon of the ſharpneſs be Matter, as 
the moſt part of Phyficians-ebſerve, and as 
M. Tauvry has obſerved in his Treatiſe of 
Acute Diſeaſes. 
 Levinus Lemnius (a), deſirous to give a rea- 
ſon for this, ſays, that Worms out of a ; 
certain natural Sagacity, are ſenſible of the \ 
approaching Ruin of the Body where they WF , 
are, and that for that Reaſon it is, that 1 
they quit the Place. To ſay the truth, Ie.

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to believe that he can be troubled with 


ſuch Obſtructions; ſince thoſe Obſtructions 


are always the Cauſes of very great Incon- 
veniences. So that it is to be judged, that 
if the Worms are then voided upward, that 
the Perſon has been too long faſting, which 
forces the Worms, maugre the Gall which 
diſcharges it ſelf into the Duodenum, to 
aſcend into the Stomach, to ſeek for Food, 
and afterwards to come forth at the Mouth. 
Leina: Lemnius tells us (a), that he had 
ſeveral times ſeen Worms aſcend in this 
manner, and come forth at the Noſtrils: 
but he adds withal, that this was very dan. 
gerous in ſick Perſons, and without any 
hazard in perſons that were healthful. 


Sometimes Worms come forth upward, 
being drawn into the Stomach by the Nou- 
riſhment which they find there : and an 
Example, which we ſhall recite in due 
place, of a Nun, that vomited Worms al. 
moſt every Day when it grew near Dinner. 
time, is a ſufficient evidence of it. We 
read in Rafjillys Travels, that in Affi 
there are Serpents to be ſeen, at the uſual 
Hours of Repaſt, which come into the Hou- 
ſes to eat up that which falls from the Ta:

it is that Worms come at thoſe Hours into 
the Stomach in ſearch of Food. As to the 
Vomiting which then happens it is eaſie to 
perceive, that it proceeds from the hungry 
Worms pricking and preying upon that 
part. 


Stools. 


'Tis better that the Worms ſhould be 
voided together with the Stools than alone 
if it be at the beginning, or in the heighth 
of the Diſtemper. The reaſon is, becauſe 
that when they come forth with the Excre- 
ments, tis to be believed that it is not from 
the Acrimony of the Humours alone, but 
through the Motion of the Matters which 
draw them along; whereas when they 
come forth alone, we can ſuſpect nothing 
elſe but the viciouſneſs of the Humours. 
Tis not the ſame thing when it happens in 
the Declination of a Diſeaſe, for we can 
draw no bad Prognoſtic from thence. 


It happens ſometimes, that after the 
voiding of Worms upward or downward, 
the Patient ſhall vomit up a black Matter 
like Ink, which is a mortal Sign, eſpecially 
at the beginning of a Diſeaſe. When the

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Worms come forth intermixed with the 
Excrements, and that the Excrements which 
accompany them are yellow, tis a good 
Sign either in Health or Sickneſs z provided 
however that in Sickneſs, it be not at the 
beginning.

As to the Circumſtances which concern 
the Worms themſelves, the firſt is, what 
we have already mentioned, whether they 
come forth alive or dead: And with that

We cannot draw from this Circumſtance 
any Prognoſtic, unleſs you have a regard 
to ſuch as concern the Condition of the Per- 
ſon ; and in caſe the Perſon be ſick, to thoſe 
which concern the Time of the Sicknels. 
This is then to be obſerved. If the Perſon 


be well, it imports not, whether the Worms 


come forth alive or dead : for if they come 
forth dead, tis becauſe they could not find 
Corruption enough to live on : and if they 
come out alive, *tis 1n ſearch of Corruption 
in another place, which they cannot find in 
the Body. If the Perſon be ſick, you muſt 
examine the various T imes of the Sickneſs, 
and know: that in the decreaſe of a Diſeaſe 
the Worms may come forth alive or dead, 
without any ill Symptom; and that for 
the ſame Reaſons that they come forth of 
the Bodies of thoſe that are well : but in 
the beginning or heighth of a Diſeaſe, tis 
quite , otherwiſe ; for then tis always a 


worſe ſign to ſee them come forth dead than 


alive: it being moſt likely, that tis rather 
the Venome of the Diſeaſe that has killed 
them, than the Strength of the natural 
Heat which has expelled them, 


Broken - 
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Byoken or Whole. 


There are none but flat Worms that 
come forth broken, and indeed they never 
come forth otherwiſe : but provided the 
Head does not remain in the Body, there 
is no bad Prognoſtic to be drawn from it : 
for that which remains behind dies ſoon ; 
and is afterwards carried away with the 
Excrements , or by ſome {light Purge; 
whereas if the Head remain behind, the 
Worm recovers new ſtrength and till en- 
creaſes. | 


Wrapt up with ſome Covering. - 


If they come forth wrapt up with a Co- 
vering, tis a good Prognoſtic ; becauſe u- 
ſually they are found all together in thoſe 
. Wrappers, not any more remaining in the 
Body. So that when they come forth in 
this manner in the declination of a Diſeaſe, 
we may prognoſticate well. Tis alſo to be 
obſerved, that ſick Perſons that void theſe +» MW 
Pouches of Worms, provided it be not in 
the beginning of a Sickneſs, recover ſome- | 
times ſooner than they who void them a- 
lone and ſeparate. 
An Infant of about four Years of Age, 
red uced to Death's door, and given = 
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by the Phyſicians (a), voided downward 
when it was leaſt expected, a Bag as big as a 
Tennis-ball, wherein were found Millions 
of Worms after which he preſently re- 
covered. It falls out ſometimes, that 1 in- 
ſtead of meeting ſeveral Worms in theſe 
Wrappers, you find no more than one; but 
the ſign is not always the worſe for that, 
conſidering that many times it happens that 

| one Worm alone produces the Wrapper 

rt of all, and after it has been wrapt up 

alone in it for ſome time , afterwards it 

breeds other Worms in the ſame place, 
which cauſe that Swarm which is there 
diſcovered. So that when there is nomore 
but one in it, the reaſon of it may be, be- 
cauſe the Worm has not been long enough 
encloſed in it to engender others. 


Bentvenius relates (b), that a Phyſician be- 
ing tormented with a great Pain in his Sto- 
mach,and cauſing one of his Brethren to feel 
the Part affected, vomited a Piece of Fleſh as 
big as a little Bowl, wherein was incloſed a 
orm like a Kernel in the Shell; the coming 
forth of which procured him aſpeedy Cure. 
Gabucinus recites (c) an Example of the 
lame nature of a Lady of Quality.

Theſe 
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Theſe Bladders come forth ſometimes 
without any Worms in em, which is an ill 
fien, unleſs the ſick Perfon has voided Worms 
before, or have taken ſome Medicine, by 
which it may be conjectured that if no Worms 
were obſerved in the Excrements, they 
were killed in the Body by the Phyſic, and 
afterwards came forth in the Phyſic ſtool, 
and could not be perceived. For it is to be 
obſerved, that when theſe membranous Bo- 
dies, vulgarly called Worm- bags, come forth 
alone, after taking Phyſic againſt the Worm, 
it 1s to be judged, that thoſe membranous 
Bodies were broken or torn by the work- 
ing of the Phyſic, and that the Worms con- 
tained within being diſſolved by the Force 
of the ſame Phyſic, ſlipt away in the Stools, 
having loſt both Form and Shape. But when 
theſe Membranes come forth of themſelves 
without the expulſion of Remedies z it may 
be feared left the Worms themſelves ſhould 
have pierced the Membrane, and ſpread 
themſelves over all the Cavity of the 
Guts; or that the Membrane was ſepara- 
ted, becauſe it was grown old, ac old Skin 
peels off the Hand. For then the Symptom 
is bad, for it is a ſign that the Worms are 
at work-elſewhere in the Guts; and that 
having had ſtrength enough to pierce the 
Membrane wherein they were enfolded, 
they may cauſe dangerous Corroſions in the 
part where they lye. Theſe 
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Theſe membranous Bodies are ſpun by 
the Worms, as the Spider's Web is ſpun 
by the Spider, or as the Silk-worm's Wrap- 
per is ſpun by the Silk- worm; and as the 
Wrappers, wherein you ſhall find little 
young Caterpillars, are ſpun by the Cater- 
pillars themſelves. Theſe Membranes, as 
Hollerius obſerves (a), take up the full extent 
of the Guts, ſo that they cover the Extre- 
mities of the Mili eint, hinder the Chyle 
from entring into thoſe Veſſels, and conſe- 
quently deprive the Body of its Nouriſh- 
ment. Which is one of the cauſes of the 
extraordinary leanneſs, of thoſe that are 
troubled with Worms : ſo that when thoſe 
membranous Bodies are voided, the Patient 
reaps great benefit by it, and the Milly 
Fins being no longer cover'd, the diftri- 
bution of the Ghyle is no longer hinder d. 


Sometimes theſe Membranes are engen- 
der'd when there are no Worms in the 
Guts; and then their coming forth is a good 
fign which way ſoever it be, whether of 
themſelves, or the Operation of ſome Purge. 
Fernelius ſpeaks of an Embaſſador of Charles 
the Fifth, who, after he had been very 
much troubled for ſix Years together, with

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a Swelling, which reached from the right 
to the left Hypochondrium, and had tried in 
vainall ſorts of Remedies, voidedat length 
by means of a ſtrong Glyſter, a hard and firm 
Body, about a Foot long, and hollow in the 
middle, which they who were preſent, took 
for part of the Guts: but the ſpeedy eaſe of 
the Patient ſhewed it to be an extraneous 
Body. The ſame Glyſter was repeated, and 
the Patient vdided another membranous Bo- 
dy like the former. Paul Pereda ſpeaks of one 
Which was an Ell long, and had a Hollowneſs 
wherein you might have put your Hand. 
We muſt not forget to obſerve; that ſome- 
time it happens that theſe make a part of 
the Guts corroded by ſome ſharp Humour, 
A dangerous ſign in Dyſenteries, and ge- 
nerally mortal. I preſerve in Brandy ſeve- 
ral Membranes of this fort, which have 
been voided in inveterate Dy ſenteries, tho 
the Patients that voided them could not be 
recovered by any Remedies, 


Diſſolved or Entire. 
The Worms in the Body are ſometimes 
diſſolved in ſuch a manner after they are 


_ voided, that there remains not the leaſt ap- 
pearance of them. Which is often the

When this happens, tis 
a fign, that the Worms are not of a ſtrong 
Subftarice 3 ſo that thoſe which remain in 
the Body will eafily give way. to the Ope- 
ration of Medicines.

Sometimes alſo they diſſolve in the Body 
by the means of certam Medicines, and are 
voided afterwards in Slime and Gravel. 
That Worms are thus diſſolved Experience 
ſhews us; and here is an Example that 
will not permit us to doubt of it. M. de 
Caen, Doctor of the Faculty of Phyſic in 


Paris, told me a Story of a Nun, who al- 


moſt every Day, a little before Meals, vo- 
mited a very great quantity of Worms, 
and one Day came to the Phyſic-School for 
his Advice, where he was upon a- Viſit 
with the deceaſed M. Perreau, of the Aca- 
demy of Sciences, Doctor of the ſame Fa- 
culty, and Brother of the famous M. Per- 


reau now living: ſo ſoon as ſhe came, ſhe 


vomited ſeveral Worms, ſome of which 


M. Perreau carried away in a Box, which 
he put in his Pocket; and, when he got 


home, he found the Worms, being revi- 
ved by the Hear of his Pocket, were more 
ively chan before.

When they come forth in great num. 
bers, tis a good and bad ſign both toge 
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ther; it is good, becauſe always there is 
ſo much Corruption come away; and it is 
a bad fign, for that fo great a number of 
Worms cannot have been in the Body, but 
that ſome of them muft have corroded the 
Guts, which muſt have very ill Conſe- 
quences. I ſay, but that ſome of them muft 
have cauſed a Corroſion; for that when 
the Worms are ſo numerous, they ſtarve one 
mother; and the moſt hungry never fail 
to faſten upon the place that coops them 


up. 


After we have ſpoken of the Ways for 
a Man to preſerve himſelf from Worms, 
and recited the Prognoſtics which may be 
drawn from the voiding thoſe Worms; it 
temains that we ſhould ſet down the Re- 
medics proper for the Cure of them. We 
muſt obſerve, that. among thoſe Remedies 
which are made uſe of for that purpoſe, 
ſome are good, ſome are dangerous. 'There- 
fore we ſhall makg one Chapter expreſly of 
Remedies which are to be avoided ; and the 
other of thoſe which may be practis d with 
good ſucceſs, 


CHAP. 


Of certain Remedies which are uſual- 
ly made uſe of againſt Worms, and 
which are to be avoided. 


Here is great miſtake about Remedies 
which are uſed againſt Worms : ſome 
Authors (a) adviſe Vinegar to kill them; 
others Powder of Worms dried; others Wa- 
ter wherein Mercury has been ſteeped ; 
others Mercury in ſubſtance; others the 
Powder of Wortm-ſeed ; others Tobacco; 
all common Remedies at this Day, but from 
which it is better to abſtain. 
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Vinegar does not kill all Gets of Worms ; 
nay, there are ſome which it revives when 
they are dead, as we ſhall obſerve in the 
gth Chapter. Beſides that, What we Have ſaid 
of Vinegar in the 6th Chapter, is ſufficient 
to make us believe, that it is many times | 
more faycurable than nox1ous to Worms, 
The Powder of dried Worms, I muſt 
acknowledge, cauſes People to void many 
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VVorms, when it has been taken for ſome 
time, but they are thoſe which it produces. 
And how can we imagine it ſhould not 
produce VVorms, being it ſelf but a 
Collection of the Seeds of VVorms. Do 
but caſt this Powder upon the Earth, and 
ſprinkle that Earth with V Vater , and 
and put it in a Cellar, and in a little 
time you ſhall find it all full of V Vorms. 
Throw the ſame Powder upon .raw Meat, 
and you ſhall perceive it corrupted pre- 
ſently, and at the end of a few Hours, if 
it be Summer, all eaten with Worms. 
And therefore there is no depending at all 
upon what Authors tell us to the Advan- 
tage of this Powder; nor upon what is 
ſaid among others by Levinus Lemnius,who 
ſpeaks of it, as the beſt of all Remedies: 


Water wherein Mercury has been ſteep- 


ped is good againſt Worms; but becauſe 


it is to be uſed more than once, that it may 
work its Effect, it happens, that the ſub- 
tle Parts of the Mercury which are mix- 
ed therein, offend the Nervous Parts at 
the long run, and cauſe Shakings of the 
Members. I add to this, that the moſt part 
of thoſe Patients to whom I have pre- 
fribed this Water, have complained that 
It left behind great Heavineſſes upon the 
*omach, and very troubleſom Swellings. 
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Mercury prepared , which 1s taken in 
Subſtance, is call d Aguila Alba. They give it 
from 6, 7,8, to 20 & 30 Grains in ſome Con- 
ſer ve, according to the Ages and Temperament. 
of the Patients. This Remedy taken alone may 
cauſe a fluxing at the Mouth, being often repeat. 
ed and therefore tis good to mingle ſomePur. 
gatives with it; otherwiſe it is to be avoid- 
ed; or atleaſt not to be familiarly uſed, 
only when you have reaſon to ſuſpect Ve- 
nereal Worms, for then Mercurius Dulcss is 
Z 


The Worm Keed is an Enemy to Worms; 
but it is at the ſame time an Enemy to 
the Patients; for it heats them conlide- 
rably , and often cauſes violent Fevers. 
Some Perſons ſay, That if you put a 
little of this Seed into hot Bread, it pro- 


duces a greak Number of Worms I 


made Tryal of it ſeveral times without 
any | Succels, ſo that it may be a Fable. 
Nevertheleſs, I wiil not*be poſitive in my 
Determination: tis ſufficient that an Ex- 
periment ſucceeds once, to be lookt upon 
as a Truth; but it is not ſufficient, when 
it failes ſeveral - times, to make it accou- 
nted a fa!ſhood. I fay this, becauſe if it 
becomes us not to affirm a thing raſhly, 
it behoves as little to deny a Matter of — 
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made uſe of againſt Worms. 1 44. 
unleſs we are ſure it is falſe. I made the 
Tryal in Oclober, 1699. and it may be 
the Coldneſs of the Seaſon , might hin- 
der the Effect; and therefore 1 ſuſpend 
my Judgment till I have made the fame 
Tryal in the heat of Summer. 


As for Tobacco , ſome affirm that by 
the frequent taking of it, a Man, may 
free himfelf not only from Worms in 
the Bowels, but from all other Worms. 
They adviſe frequent Smoaking above all 
things, becauſe the Smoak diſcharges a- 
bundance of Water, prevents the Corrup- 
tion, which a ſuperfluous Flegm or Spittle 
might cauſe in the Stomach and Bowels. 


I cannot deny, but that Tobacco may be 
good againſt Worms; but if it have any 
Vertue againſt that Malady, tis in one 
quality which at the ſame time renders it 
very dangerous. As for the reaſon” which 
is alledged, that it diſcharges much Wa- 
ter at the Mouth, when you Smoak it 
does not follow from thence, that the Sto- 
mach and Bowels ſhould be the leſs trou- 
bled with Flegm. On the other hand, 
they who ſmoak have more Flegm and 
Spittle than others; becauſe the Smoak 
pricks the Glandules of the Jaws, and 
the Salivary Veſſels, and preſſes out a Se-

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roſity which diſcharges it ſelf for the 
moſt part into the Sto mach; which is 
the reaſon that they w ho ſmoak. can en- 
dure Abſtinence longe r than others; be 
cauſe the Spittle which continually diftils 
into their Stomachs, ſtu pities the Neryes 
of the Ventricle, and renders them in- 
ſenſible to the impreſſion of the Ferment 
which excites within us the Senſe of Hun- 
ger. I is not then the diſcharging of the 
Flegm, which ought to perſwade us, that 
Tobacco. is good againſt Worms; tis the 
Cauſtic Salt which it contains, which is 
ſo biting, that it con ſumes the hardeſt 
Lumps of Fleſh that gat her about Ulcers; 
{o that this Salt intermixing with the Spit. 

tle that glides into the Stomach, and which 
mixes it ſelf alſo with the Nouriſhment, 


ſome part of it paſſes into the Guts, with 


the Excrements, and another part is di. 
ſtributed with the Blood through the 
whole Body; whence it comes to pals, 
that where ever the Worms are, tis a 
difficult thing for them to eſcape the O- 
peration of the Salt, which is carried e- 
very way. Now this Salt which ren- 
ders Tobacco good againſt the Worms, 
renders it hurtful to the Body. For it 
pricks the tender and delicate Parts fo 
violentiy, where it faſtens, that it relax: 
& and puts the whole Compoſure quite 


out 
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made uſe of againſt Worms. 1 45 
out of order: It alſo excites convulſive 
Motions in the Nerves, which are very 
like thoſe of the Epilepſie, as M. Fagon 
obſerves.in his Theſis on Tobacco. Whence 
I conclude, that the Miſchiefs which To- 
bacco, too frequently taken, produces, be- 
ing greater than the Advantages we can 
borrow from it againſt Worms, the fre- 
quent uſe of it is not to be adviſed in this 
Di:temper. I add to this, with the fa- 
mous Author whom we laſt cited, That 
there is in Tobacco a Narcotic Sulphur 
far more dangerous, than its Salt, This 
Sulphur is of the Nature of Opium, which 
is equally diflolv'd in Oyl, Spirit, Salt or 
Waterz which does not happen to any 0- 
ther Sulphurs. The Sulphur of Tobacco 
then being of this Nature, 'tis no ſooner 
entred into the Body, but it is diflolved by 
the Lympha, or the Spirit which it meets, 
and then being diſincumber'd from the Salts 
that bound it, the branchy Parts of 1t are 
engaged one within another and cauſe 
Obſtructions, and Numneſſes, which ſlack- 
en the Courſe of the Animal Spirits. 
Thus, according to the various Diſpoſi- 
tion of the Body, one of theſe two Ac- 
cidents generally happens; either that the 
pricking Salts of the Tobacco tear the 
parts, and break the Connection of them, 
which cannot but haſten the Ruine of the 
60 by Body 3 
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Certain Remedies againſt 
Body; or elſe that the narcotic Sulphurs, 
of which it is compoſed, ſlacken the Mo- 
tion of the Blood, and cauſe Apoplexies, 
and frequently, as M. Fagen obſerves, ſud- 
dain and untimely Death. Theſe are no 
Conjectures grounded upon ſtudied Noti- 
ons; but certain Truths, of which 1 my 
ſelf have ſeen the Examples, and among 
others, this that follows, which deſerves 


our attention. 


In the Year 1696. in the Street St. Den- 
nis au Sepulchre, I tended a Patient, who 
fell into frequent Fits of an Apoplexy. Af. 
ter I had tended him for ſome time, and 
yet my Patient received not that Eaſe 
which I-promiſed to my ſelf, I conſulted 
M. de St. Yon, a Doctor of the Faculty of 
Paris, who did not think it convenient to 
alter any of the Remedies which I had pre- 
ſcribed, nor the Method which I had fol- 
lowed. Thereupou i went on as 1 had be- 
gun, but the Malady ſtill continuing obſti- 
nate, in regard my Patient took a great 
deal of Tobacco, I was afraid the narco- 
tic Sulphur had had too great an effect up- 
on him, or chat the Salt, by pricking the 

Parts of the Brain, kept them too much 
relaxed, and fa that either the Salt or the 
bs Sulphur was one of he principal Cauſes 
of the Diſtempier. T adviſed my Patient 
1 ; to 
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made uſe of againſt Worms. 146 
to leave off Tobacco by degrees, and after- 
wards to abſtain from it altogether : he fol- 
lowed my advice, and had not forbore it 
it above a Month, but he grew better; his 
Attacks were leſs frequent, and not ſo te- 
dious, and at the end of ſix Months he was 
cured. —oÞ_ 


In regard the The which M. the Proto- 
medicus maintained upon Tobacco, ſhews us 
at large all the Accidents which the Uſe of 
that Plant may produce, I thought the Rea- 
der would be glad to fee this Treatiſe in 
this Book, where he will find it tranſlated 
into French, 


Bontekoe is of the number of thoſe who 
recommend the Uſe of Tobacco againſt the 
Worms, and looks upon it as one of the 
ſureſt Means to prolong Life. This Author 
has always Sentiments which are peculiar 
to himſelf : He aggravates theſe things even 
to aver, that as we ought always to breath 
in the Air, ſo we ought always to be puf- 
fing the Smoak of Tobacco, which is no 
leſs uſeful to us than Heſpiration. He adds, 
that Women ought to take it alſo; and that 
beſides, it is ſo pleaſimg a Perfume, that they 
who judge of things without prejudice, pre- 
fer it before all oth&s. This Diſcourſe is 
too extravagant to deſerve a Refutation E 


Certain Remedies uſually 

and it well enough becomes a Man, who 
makes no ſcruple to tell us in another Part 
of his Works, that Temperance 1s not a 
thing ſo neceſſary for Health; and that 
when a Man has eaten to exceſs, becauſe 
Man is the longer before he grows hungry. 
again, and therefore eats the leſs the next 
Meal, it happens that he never takes too 
much for all the Day. After which he 
adds, that Intemperance is no viſible fault 
committed againſt long Life and Health, (a) 


| 

There is another Remedy which I have 
ſeen ſome Perſons make uſe of, if neverthe- 
lefs it may be called a Remedy, which is | 
to drink Water wherein the green Husks | 
of Nuts have been ſteeped. But that which 
I can certainly ſay of this Water, is only q 
this, that it has no other effect, but to heat 
very much : and that it never expels any 
Worms. The reaſon why it was thought 
to kill Worms in the Body or to expel 
them thence, is becauſe that if you- water 
a Garden with this Water, you ſhall ſee 
all the Worms come preſently forth in 
heaps in that part where you have ſprin- 
kled it ; as Charles Stevens reports in his

obſerved by Experience ; but ic may be 
that thoſe Worms come forth in that man- 
ner, rather drawn forth than expelled by 
that Water, and that they ſhew themſelves 

out of the Earth as they come forth when 

it begins to Rain, and as you ſee Fiſh leap 


above the Water, when the Coolneſs of the 


Night approaches, It may be objected that 
this Water, being very bitter, it is to be 
thought, that when it cauſes the Worms 
to come out of the Earth, 'tis rather be- 
cauſe the Worms avoid it, than becaufe 
they ſeek it. To this I anſwer, that bitter 
things are not always Enemies to Worms; 
witneſs Wormwood; the Stalks and Leaves 
of which are all covered with little Worms, 
as you may be convinced by a Microſcope. 

Baglivi, in his Piece which he lately 
publiſhed, reports ſome Experiments which 
he made upon VVorms, and which after 
him I made my ſelf, which may ſerve to 
ew us the Unprofitableneſs, or the little 
Virtue of certain Remedies. In 1694. at 
Rome, - he put living. VVorms into Spirit 
of Wine which lived in it full five Hours; 
he put others in VVine, others in a diſſo-

ſity cauſe an Alteration of their Vertue. 

There is not any but Mercury, which 1 will 
except, for the extraordinary Struglings of 
the Worm, which I put in the Mercury, 
as alſo thoſe which Bayl;vs put into the 
ſame Mineral, fuffciently ſhew, that if it 
do not Kill ſome Worms immediately, never- 
theleſs it expels them with great Violence, 
and that is ſufficient, .

N regard that Worms which are bredin 

the Body of Man, are not all bred ih 
the Guts, as we have obſerv'd, but ſome 
in the Liver, ſeveral in the Head, ſeveral 
in the Heart, c. We ſhall divide this Chap- 
ter into two Articles; in the firſt we ſhall 
treat of Remedies proper againſt Worms 
that are bred out of the Guts. And Se- 
condly againſt thoſe that are * in the

Worms that are bred out of the Guts, 
are, as we have obſery d, your Cephalics, 
Noſe- Worms, Ear-Worms, Teeth-V Vorms, 
Pulmonic- VVorms, Eparic-V Vorms, Heart- 
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VVorms, Blood-V Vorms, Bladder- VVorms, 
Spermatic-VVorms, Ulcer-V Vorms, Cuta- 
neous, Umbilical and Venereal-VVorms : 
Of all which in their Order, 


Againſt the Cephalic-Worms. 

The Cephalics which breed in the Brain; 
ſometimes in the Meninges, ſometimes un- 
der the Pia Mater, are V Vorms from which 
it is a difficult thing to ſet the Patient Free, 
conſidering they cannot come forth by the 
Noſe, which is the only Vent to be had, if 
it were poſſible for them to have any. On 
the other ſide, if they happen to dye in the 
Head by the working of the Phyſic, they 


, und cow, 


kill the Patients; ſo that which way ſoever 
jou-confider the thing, this Malady is very 
lificult to be cured; However, it is not 
ways incurable z and the beſt Remedy a- 
ainſt theſe Worms is Malmſey Wine, where- 
n Radiſhes have been boiled, and let the 
Patient drink a ſufficient quantity faſting, 
We have ſpoken of this Remedy in the 
iſt Article of the third Chapter. That 
Sto ſay, how to kill the Worm, fo that 
lie Death of that Animal, may cauſe no 
Corruption in the Brain; which is a diffi- 
ult thing to explain. n 

Againſt Worms in the Noſe. 

Theſe Wornis breed in the Root of the 
dee, and are eaſily expelled by Errhines ; 

[NJ] the 


annot but cauſe a Corruption, enough to 
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the Juice of the Leaves of Betony ſnuft 
up into the Noſtrils, is a good Remedy for 
that, as alſo the Powder of Betony. 


Againft Worms in the Ears. 

As for Morus of the Ears, there is no- 
thing better to kill and expel them, than 
the Juice of an Onion, or ſome few drops 
of Stale Lrine,..mix'd with Honey; or as 
Dioſcorides, Galen, and Aetius teach us, a 
little of the Juice of Calamint. I have 
made uſe of the latter with good Succeſs 
upon ſeveral Occaſions. Woman's Milk alſo 
dropt iato the Ear, is very good to fetch 
them out. The Smoak of bitter things 
mixd with Antimony and received in 
at the Noſtrils and Mouth, are alſo good 
Helps; as I have tryed with good Succels 
in ſome Diſtempers. Salmult (a) ſays, That 
theſe Smoaks fetched out eleven Worms 
one Day from the Ears of one of his Pa- 
tients. You may make Fumigations with 
the Seed of Henbaue and Wax made up 
into ſmall Candles, - which being laid upon 
Charcoal will ſend forth an excellent Fume 
againſt theſe Worms, It is taken in at the 
Ears. This Remedy is in Etmullerus, 


Againſt Worms in the Teeth. 
The beſt Remedy againſt Worms in the 
Teeth, is to waſh them every Morning 


f (a) Salmuls, cent, 2, Obſ, 39. 
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and after Meales. And if there be any 
Cruſts upon the Teeth, to take them away 


either with an Iron, or elſe with ſome 
Drops of Spirit of Salt in a little Water. 


The Root of Plantain chaw'd is a good 


Remedy. Some Authors adviſe the bur- | 
ning the Seed of Henbane, and conveying 
the Smoak into the Teeth, by which means 
you ſhall ſee Forms come out of the Mouth, 
which the Smoak carries away with 1t into 
the Air : But this is 4 meer Fable. Fore- 
flus (a) ſays, that theſe pretended Worms 
are no more than an Appearance of Worms, 
which 1s always ſeen in the Smoak of Hen- 
bane-Seed, I was defirous to make a Try- 
al, but L could never ſee that Appearance 
of Worms. Foreſtus without dcubt related 
this Matter of Fact before he made Tryal ; 
but that which ſurprizes me is, that ano- 
ther Author ſhould aſſurè us he had made 
Tryal, and that hie had really ſeen thoſe Ap- 
pearances of Worms. Obſerve how he cx- 
preſſes himſelf. Frequently the Hands itch 
very much, by reaſon of Wax-worms and 
Scurfs, which breed there and cauſe them to 
itch. To cauſe them to fall off, ſome adviſe 
the Seed of the Plant, for that reaſon call d 
Teign, or Choak-weed, that is to fay, of that 
fort of Henbane, which has little = full 
of ſmall Seed, and make uſe of it after this
